day one reads of countless divorces 
and many other things too numerous 
fo mention, whieh might have been 
averted had a mental examination 
been made,” a physician declared. 
“The value ef such an institution t@ 
the courts cannot be underestimated, 
All of these things and more could 
be avoided were there a psychopathie 
ward established in Fulton country. 

A well known Atlanta physician, ig 
speaking of the situation, said:

If an adequate wir- 
ing system with an abundance of out- 
lets is provided, at very small addi- 
tional cost. convenience and _ desira- 
bility of the house are _ increased 
manyfold. 

Enough has been stated above to 
make clear the wisdom of using qual- 
ity building materials and equipments.

HKoth before and after the 
funeral he discussed with league men, 
who called to express their sympathy, 
some of the internal problems of the 
organization. It was quite evident 
that this activity was not normal, that 
his nervous system had received the 
most terrific shock, and that he was 
instinctively trying to hide, even from 
his most intimate friends, the severity 
of the blow he had received. 

After the funeral, Wheeler went to 
Winona Lake, where he attended the 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the league and made his final address 
io a dry convention, against all the 
protests of the league officers, who 
would not have been greatly surprised 
had he dropped dead upon the plat- 
form. Word of his arrival at Winona 
Lake had spread throughout’ the 
grounds, and when he arose to speak 
in the great Billy Sunday auditorium, 
he was given a spontaneous ovation by 
the entire audience. His face looked 
like a death’s-head; the eyes were 
deeply sunken; the skin, yellowed and 
discolored, was drawn tightly over 
the bones: his voice, that once had 
ring out with force of authority, was 
now so weak that only those in the 
forepart of the immense room could 
clearly understand him. He _ gave 
merely a brief summary of the prin- 
cipal points of the address which he 
had prepared and, apologetically, re- 
ferred his hearers to the printed copies 
which were there for distribution. The 
next morning he left Winona Lake 
for Little Point Sable. It was the

From that time on through 
epic ‘sea years’’ of our national his-

march of our civilization had been 
launched in volume across the con-

tinent, through each successive stage 
of our economic advance, that trade 
has mounted steadily and surely and 
always with the atmosphere of pic- 
turesque fantasy. 

It figured as one of the major rea- 
sons tor the vigorous defense of our 
merchant marine rights in the war of 
i812. It had a large part in_ the 
building up of such famous fortunes 


as those of Stephen Girard, of 


Phil- 
adelphia; Elias Derby, of Salem, and 
many Other merchant princes of that 
golden age of the clipper ship. It 
was partly accountable for those way- 
station supply posts, the scattered set- 
tlements of Americans on the coast of 
Calitornia in the early Spanish and 
Mexican days. They were the ven- 
turesome pioneers who blocked the 
southward Russian aggression from 
Alaska, and in that connection had 
much to do with the declaration of 
the Monroe Doctrine in 1 . Frew 
interests were among the lures that 
led Fremont on hi ing expedi- 
tmon, the culminatio hich was 
the acquisition of asial 
emDire, 

From the ver 
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tions of our 
rreatly stimulated and regularized by, 
the commercial treaty with China in 
1844, which expanded our trade con-« 
tracts to five ports, in addition to 
Canton. In 1868 a pretentious 
Chinese delegation visited Washing- 
ton and negotiated a new commercial 
understanding between the two gov« 
ernments. Then followed a success 
sion of various revisions culminating 
In John Hay’s tamous “‘open door” 
declaration in 1899, an immediate 
aftermath to the acquisition of our 
foothold in the Orient, the Philippine 
Islands. 

The treaty of 19063 came as the 
logical sequence to this; and finally 
we have the new historic document 
sicned a few weeks ago, which opens 
away te tayctf autonomy for the new 
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Booming the China Trade <¢ 
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regime. This comes a fitting cli- 
max to the seventeen years of vast 
metamorphosis which has been stir- 
ring that ancient land to its’ very 
foundations. as though, 
in the words of one of China’s lead- 
ers, the period of military activity 
was ending and the phase of recon- 
Struction had definitely begun. 

This new agreement, which is to be 
effective on January 1, or four 
months after ratification, means that 
for the first time since China entered 
into formal relations with a foreign 
nation, she shall have the right, en- 
joyed by all sovereign peoples, of 
levying such customs duties as she 
chooses upon her incoming and out- 
going trade. It should be made clear 
at the outset, however, that this doc- 
ument in no way sacrifices any Amert- 
ican trade prerogatives as against our 
competitors in the China tirade. 

The spectacular leadership which 
our government has taken in this mat- 
ter may in time be rated in the his- 
tory of Oriental commerce as arnrong 
one of the great milestones of its de- 
velopment, aimest as significant in a 
way as the opening up of Japanese 
trade by Commodore Perry, the pro- 
niulgation of that first American-Chi- 
nese treaty of 1844, or John Hay’s 
historic pronouncement. It should, 
therefore, be a matter of profound 
gratification to us that America once 
more has taken the leadership in 
bridging the Pacific with the bonds 
of effective, mutually helpful com- 
merce. 

The ‘‘changeless Orient’? and ‘“‘im- 
passive East’ have certainly passed 
into history in the course of this truly 
momentous transition period, which 
with startling vividness has wrought 
profound transformations in many 
basic social and economic elements. 
Time-worn incrustations of customs, 
age old shells of traditions are begin- 
ning to crumble under the vibrations 
and 2g of the new life; modern 
methods and modern viewpoinis are 
tertainly penetrating the ancient 
molds. 

The commercial history of the 
world has been a story of frontiers, 
of picneer traders adventuring ever 
westward tn search of new lands, new 
raw materials and new markets. This 
movement started from China, the 
oldest highly developed civilization of 
history, struggled through into Persia 
and the ancient empires of Asia Minor 
and Egypt, started Macedonia and 
Greece on their careers, made Rome 
the mistress of the world and estab- 
lished Europe as the center of west- 
ern civilization. But the urge was 
steadily westward und aiwayvs with the 
pressure of the search for new trades. 
Finally the hazardous gap of the At- 
lantic was spanned and America. be- 
came the great frontier of the mer- 
chant adventurers. Then came the 
westward march across the continent, 
always with traders in the van, cul- 
minating in the construction of the 
trans-continental railways and the 
Panama Canal. 

Now the circle is complete. The 
last great frontier has been conquer- 
ed and we come to a new era of world 
history, so dramatically prophesied by 
Seward at the time of his negotiations 
for the purchase of Alaska. 

At last western civilization is inti- 
mately and directly in contact with 
the goal of Marco Polo, of Christo- 
pher Columbus and Magellan, of the 
Cabots and Henry Hudson’ and of 
scores of other valiant spirits. 

Our sales to the eastern republic, in- 
cluding, of course, the ports of Hong- 
kong and Dairen averaged 31.4 mil- 
lion dollars each year during 1910-

of constant discouragements and dis- 
ruptions, can well imagine what 
will be the development as soon as 
conditions become more nearly nor- 
malized and public order more wide- 
ly maintained in that region. 

Nor is the picture entirely one- 
sided; China‘s sales to the United 
States have grown even more rapidly 
in this time, having increased from 
38.5 millions to 158 millions, or as 
in the case of our exports, more than 
310 per cent. This has given her 
ninth place in the list of our foreign 
sources of merchandise, far ahead of 
such important trading nations as 
Italy, Argentina, India, Mexico, Aus- 
tralia and Spain. 

Equally significant with these 
rather striking figures ts the fact that 
the relative importance of China in 
our cominerce in both directions has 
registered a substantial gain. She took 
only one per cent of our exports in 
pre-war years, whereas her average 
Share during 1921- was 24 per 
cent. Similarly, in the matter of im- 
ports she supplied us with © slightly 
more than 2 per cent of our total 
incoming commerce during 1910-14, 
but the average for 1921-25 was 4.1 
per cent. Clearly, therefore, the 
China trade has taken on a-new and 
relatively far more significant aspect. 
Even with diberal allowances for 
price changes, these figures represent 
one of the record increases in our 
commerce with any land during that 
or any comparable period. 

The cause of this extraordinary 
commercial revolution, for such, in- 
deed, it has been, are various, but 
chief among them has certainly been 
the awakening of new demands, of 
new- commercial vitality and aspira- 
tions for better living § standards 
among China’s millions. Their war- 
born nationalism, stimulated by their 
economic isolation during 1914-18, 
has been reflected in these truly im- 
pressive transformations. Then, too, 
on the import side there has been of 
course the vigorous impulse given by 
the tremendous increase in the needs 
of our new and extending industries 
for additional raw materials and the 
demands of Our increasingly prosper- 
Ous people for more exotic products 
and Oriental specialties—silks, laces, 
furs, perfumery ingredients and other 
luxury and semi-luxury items in which 
China has long specialized. 

But this truly amazing advance 
should not blind the far-sighted ob- 
server to the glaring defects in China’s 
general economic. organization. 
Transportation facilities are, of 
course, primitive to a degree. She 
has less than 8,000 miles of railway 
as compared with our 265,000, and 
those are far from Satisfactory as to 
equipment and maintenance as the 
result of the rigors of wartime abuse. 
There are about forty radio stations 
in the country, some 31,000 miles of 
telegraph wire and about 100,000 
telephones, as compared with 1,850,- 
000 miles of telegraph lines in this 
country and 15,000,000 telephones. 
She has but 20,000 automobiles, as 
compared with our 20,000,000 and 
her highways are, with a few excep- 
tions, but primitive trails, save for a 
narrow network of metal roads near 
the treaty ports. 

In this connection, 
war has indirectly been decidedly 
helpful. The acquisition of enormous 
quantities of motor vehicles for mili- 
tary purposes has brought home the 
imperative necessity of better high- 
ways and the good roads movement 
is already well under way. China is 


one 


however, the 


favored with an extensive river 
tem and many connecting 
canals. In fact, it is likely that the 
development of this valuable svstem 
of waterways will be an important 
feature of the first stages of rehabili- 
tation. China’s per capita 
merce of iron and steel is about one 
one-hundred-and-eightieth of that of 


the United States. For cement her 
figure is three pounds per capita, as 
compared with eighty-five for Japan 
and 450 for the United States. 

Much has been said in recent years 
of her supposedly boundless mineral 
resources, but these statements after 
Careful scrutiny proved to be consid- 
erably exaggerated. Her coal and 
iron deposits, however, are far Ssu- 
perior to those of any other Far 
Eastern country. 

Her chiet importance as a mineral 
producer, so far as her trade with the 
rest of the world is concerned, is in 
the field of those are substances, an- 
timony and tungsten so valuable in 
the manufacture of bearing metals, 
type and high-grade steel. She sup- 
plies about seventy-five and fifty per 
cent, respectively, of the world’s 
stock of these two alloys. 

Formerly China was an important 
source of copper, but production is 
now regligible, as is also the case with 
silver, sulphur, phosphates and sev- 
eral other lesser minerals. No im- 
portant deposits of petroleum have 
been discovered within her borders. 
Salt is one of China’s most important 
products and the tax thereon is a val- 
uable source of revenue. Large 
quantities of it are exported. 

In. other lines her resources are 
substantial. She is the world’s third 
producer in cotton, her output aver- 
aging about 2,500,000 bales, or 
about a fifth as much as the United 
States. She also produces about 
400,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
about a billion of rice. One of her 
most interesting vegetable products is 
the soy bean, which is valuable as a 
source of vegetable oil, as a fertilizer 
and for cattle feed. 

Her resources of silk and tea are, 
of course, well known and scarcely 
require comment. Of tea she export- 
ed 112,000,000 pounds in 19260— 
certainly an ample supply for brewing 
a vast sea of that universally popu- 
lar beverage. The uses of silk are 
Steadily expanding and creating new 
outlets for her increasing production, 
not only for wearing apparel but for 
numerous new_ industrial purposes 
which range from radio set insula- 
tion to parachutes for aviators. Her 
trade in raw silk last year mounted 
to.more than $100,000,000. 

There are many other exotic spe- 
cialties of China which figure in the 
world’s trade—bristles for  hair- 
brushes, the export value of which ex- 
ceeded $8,000,000 in 1926; human 
hair—though the falling demand for 
hair nets has steadily impaired this 
once prosperous industry; musk, 
which is the basis of so many of our 
expensive perfumes; camel’s hair for 
our smart sports coats; gall nuts or 
‘oak apples’”’ for the manufacture of 
high-grade writing inks; firecrackers, 
rugs, jade, and countless. others. 
China is one of ¢he largest exporters 
of eggs and egg products. Much of 
our import trade in ‘Irish’? lace—in 
fact, nearly all of it—now originates 
in the mission schools of china. 

This brings up the question of the 
possibilities of industrializing — this 
hitherto predominantly agricultural 
people. With a vast population of 
400 millions nearly equal to that of 
the whole of Europe, with an area 
greater than that of the United States 
and Mexico combined, and with cor- 


com- 
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responding variations in climate, 
topography and, therefore, resources, 
the possibilities of industrialization 
would seem to be very promising. It 
was not, however, unti! 1890 that the 
tirst smokestacks of modern factories 
appeared on the Chinese - horizon 
among the quaint pagoda _ roofs. 
There are now hundreds of industrial 
plants, largely cotton mills, with some 
3,000,000 spindles (one-tenth as 
many as ours), about 160 modern 
flour mills turning out 120,000 bar- 
rels a Gay, more than 400 electric 
light and power plants and hundreds 
of lesser establishments producing 
various fine fabrics, glass, porcelain, 
paper matches, etc. 

The old industrial order in China 
was of the primitive household va- 
riety—an intimate adjunct of the bar- 
ter stage of trade, the lowest form of 
commercial life. With the newly 
stimulated buying power of industrial 
pavrolis the market for many ciasses 
of American goods hitherto unsal- 
able in China has come into being. 
For imstance, the American cigirette 
has come to displace Chinese tobacco 
and those picturesque little metal 
pipes. In the period just betore the 
war we were sellmg that country 
about 650,000,000 Cigarettes a \ear; 
the sale last year was about seven bil- 
lion. The smoke of factories seems 
propitious to the smoke of ‘fags.’ 

For the same reason—the improy- 
ed living standards—there has been 
a Striking growth in recent years in 
our exports to China of wheat flour, 
especially from the Pacific coast in 
years of rice crop shortages. 

Similarly, dried fruits (notably rai- 
sins), flashlights, radio sets, canned 
vegetables, toilet requisites and even 
chewing gum are beginning to figure 
im Our trans-Pacific sales. AS yet some 
of these represent imdividually only 
modern values, but they are straws 
indicating the direction of the trade 
winds of the future. These imported 
luxuries are certam to be more and 
more in demand as the standard of 
living rises in China and our shire in 
supplying them should be a substan- 
tial one. 

It would be unduly optimistic to in- 
fer, from the highly encouraging fig- 
ures just given, that this great and 
growing market is ours for the ask- 
ing. As China recovers, competition 
is bound to be more acute, particu- 
larly from England, Germany and 
Japan. It is, however, very gratity- 
ing to know that our share in China’s 
imports has risén from 6 per cent in 
1913 the 16 per cent in 19206, one 
of the largest growths of this type re- 
corded anywhere in our entire toreign 
trade. Meanwhile the Japanese per- 
centage has risen from 20 to about 
30 per cent in the same period and 
Britain’s has droped from 16 to 10. 

Fortunately for us perhaps, the pur- 
chasing power of China has increas- 
ed so rapidly that these gains of ours 
have been only to a moderate degree 
at the expense of our competitors; 
they have been made up largelv of 
sales of characteristic specialties of 
American factories. But the time fs 
certainly coming when we shall have 
a real struggle on our hands as the 
rehabilitation of the republic gets un- 
der way and creates more and more 
lucrative opportunities for imported 
wares. 

Britain has the advantage of hav- 
ing been more continuously aggres- 
sive in the cultivation of her China 
trade, which is well served by many 
great British trading houses firmly 
established as the result of years of 
unbroken operatdion. But she has 
specialized heavily in the cotton 
goods trade and has therefore been 
hard hit by the new mills in China.

= Pole by his flight from Point Barrow to Spitzbergen last 


Aoril, Captain Wilkins ‘now Sir Hubert) plans a similar “hop” 
of 2.250 miles over Antarctic wastes in search of a meteorological 
base—one of twelve which he hopes will eventually girdle the 
whole Antarctic continent. Eleven suitable sites already are 
known: a twelfth is necessary to complete the chain. Alter it 
is found Captain Wilkins will endeavor to interest the various 
eovernments in the work of co-ordinating Antarctic weather 
conditions with those cbserved simultaneously in Ausiralia, New 
Zealand, South America and South Africa and to establish a 
sounder basis tor long-range weather forecasts. 

Captain Wilkins will leave New York City about September 
‘2 for Montevideo, taking with him the machine which carried 
him to Spitzbergen and a specially designed Lockheed-Vega 
,eaplane. At the South American port he will transfer to one 
of the forty Norwecian whaling vessels operating in the vicinity 
of Graham Land, that portion of the Antarctic continent nearest 
the southerly tip cf South America. At a point near the Ross 
Sea the modern air cruisers will be lowered over the side and 
the job of charting and photographing the unexplored coast 
line between the Ross Sea and the vicinity of the South Shet- 
land Islands will be started. Wilkins expects to accomplish in 
a flight or two that which explorers have dreamed about for 
two centuries—the mapping of that portion of the south polar 
continent marked “unexplored.’ 

While Captain Wilkins has announced that the South Pole 
is not his goal, he may be drawn into the most thrilling race 
in history—the struggle between Commander Byrd and Com- 
mander Jeffrey for the honor and glory of being the first to 
reach the South Pole by air. Jeffrey, a former associate of 
Shackleton, expects to make three flights in the Antarctic, 
amounting to some 6,000 miles. First he will attempt to fly 
from his Graham Land base to the pole and back. The second 
flight will be straight across the Antarctic continent, a huge 
ice cap one and a half times as large as the United States; the 
third objective is the unexplored area in the vicinity of Coats 
Land, on the opposite side from we. “wT 
be-operating.

His aerologist also will make 
a study of weather conditions at various altitudes; the airplane 
has never before been available for this purpose in the south 
polar regions. Byrd will also determine from the air whether 
Antarctica is a single great continent or two enormous islands. 
The three expeditions will begin their flivhts as early in January 


rine and Ry ra will 


as weather conditions permit. 

If a race to the South Pole should deve.op, despite cate- 
eorical denials that such is the intention, what is the result 
likely to be? Byrd has the more elaborate equipment—dog 
teams, three airplanes, tractors for hauling supplies and jockey- 
ing the planes into position and two vessels to transport the 
party to its base on the Ross Sea. Jeffrey also has an airplane 
and a ship of his own, whereas Wilkins must depend upon a 
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Norwegian whaler to carry him and his small party and their 
two planes to the Ross Sea area and lower the machines into 
the water; he will have no base either at the beginning or 
the finish of the flight. Sighting another whaler from the air 
at the end of his twenty-two-hour air journey, Wilkins will 
alight on the water near the ship and ask the skipper to hoist 
his planes aboard. Thus many believe Byrd has the best chance 
of being the first person to reach the South Pole by air: Wilkins 
is placed in the “dark horse” class. But Byrd himself was a 
“dark horse” in the race to the top of the world, as Lindbergh 
Was In the struggle to be the first to cross the Atlantic. 

Both Jeffrey and Wilkins have Antarctic experience to their 
credit. Another factor in Wilkins’s favor is that his expedition 
is small while that of Byrd is unwieldy. Wilkins learned on 
Stefansson’s third exploring expedition, of which the writer also 
was a member, that the smaller the exploring party the greater 
«ts mobility. Hence, with faster planes, a smaller ice-bucking 
whaling vessel to take him into the Antarctic, with a more ex- 
perienced ice pilot at the helm, Wilkins stands a much better 
chance to win. That is, of course, if he cares to make the race. 
Whether he will do this, only the explorer himself knows. He 
eguld have been the second to fly over the North Pole in an 
airplane, but he preferred to keep on a predetermined course 
over the unexplored area most likely to contain land. If he was 
not then tempted by the thought of honor and glory, if he was 
kept on his course by a scientific ideal rather than the desire 
tor fame, he will not be likely to deviate from his p!an to con- 
fine his flight in the Antarctic to the Graham Land-Ross Sea 
euadrant. 

Captain Wilkins probably is better qualified for the task he 
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has set himself than eny othr man. ‘Be has had more experi- 
ence in aviation than any other expl«ser and a broader training 
in both Arctic and Antarctic «xp!orati~ than any other aviator. 
He has-flown 15,000 miles in the Arctic: His flight last April 
from Point Barrow, Alaska, to Spitzbergen was the first “hop” 
across the Arctic basin by airplane—the first air voyage over 
that region in an easterly dicvection bY eiiher airp!ane or diri- 
pible. For fourteen years he dreamed cf exploring by air the 
unknown area north of Alaska and of a final flicht o.er the 
North Pole to Spitzbergen. He has been planning the A. 
arctic “hop” since 1$2: 


It was not until 1926 that the opportunity to exp.ore the 
Arctic came. Meanwhile Wilkins had left Stefansson’s expedi- 
tion and returned to Australia; had won his captaincy and the 
Military Cross in the World War: had navigated one of the first 
airplanes to attempt flight trom London to Australia; had sailed 
for the Antarctic with Sir Ern« Shackleton as second in com- 
mand, and, finally, had successiully conducted an expedition of 
his own among the cannibals of North Australia. 

The expedition to the Arctic, about which he dreamed, was 
at last sponsored by the American Geographical Society. Then 
the plane upon which he had built his hopes was destroyed by 
fire a few days belore it was to have been delivered: that was 
the first blow. The two machines which he then purchased 
were almost completely “washed out” while being tested in 
Alaska for the big “hop” to Point Barrow and beyond. The net 
result of his first vear’s work. in fact, was a single flight of 
150 miles out over th? Arctic ice pack. But he had discovered 
several discrepancies in the maps of Alaska’s mountains and 
rivers and had proved that the airplane, in the hands of an 
experienced pilot, is safer in the Arctic than the dirigibie. 

The following spring, with the same backers and Lieutenant 
Carl Ben Elielson, one of the pilots of the previous entourave, 
Wilkins shipped two smaller machines to Fairbanks, Alaska, and 
flew them from there to Point Barrow, a distance of 550 miles. 
At a spot on the drifting pack almost six hundred miles north- 
east of Point Barrow, Wilkins and Eielson landed on the ice 
and with their sonic depth finder ascertained that the Arctic 
Ocean was 17,000 feet deep at that point. This, incidentally, 
was an almost infailible indication that no land was to be 
found in that immediate vicinity. 

By the time they had finished their task the wind had 
increased noticeably. Once in the air, they found themselves 
facing a forty-mile offshore gale. This reduced their ving 
speed proportionately and repidily corsumed their dwindling 
supply of gasoline. To add to their difficulties they were com- 
pelled by engine troubie to make two forced landings on the 
ru'igh ice. By this time darkness had fallen, yet they con- 
tinued on in fhe face of the storm. Finally, at the end of two 
hours, the engine suddenly died; their gasoline was exhausted. 

It was impossible in the darkness for Eielson, with his wind- 
shield coated with oil and snow, to choose a smooth landing 
spot. The plane pitched and swerved in the turbulent winas> 
near the rough surface. Hurtling through the darkness, Wilkins 
and Eielson braced themselves for the crash. There was no 
way of knowing whether they were heading for rough ice, smooth 
ice or open water! For what seemed endless minutes the pilot 
manipulated the controls while Wilkins stared into the darkness 
in search of a level spot. 

While they were thus eneazed an almost imperceptible jar, 
followed by the scraping of the plane’s skis on the snow, indi- 
cated that they had landed. A slight bump as the skis plowed 
through a snowdrift—and there they were, marooned on the ice 
a hundred miles from Point Barrow, but unaurt! It was only in 
daylight that they were able to appreciate how miraculous ther 
escape had been; they were on a tiny patch of comparativeiy 
smooth ice, surrounded by rough and jumbled ridges, on which 
a pilot could have landed in davlight only under the most favor- 
able weather conditions! 

For two days, during which the explorers lived in their 
plane, the blizzard continued. Then the wind suddenly died 
down and the warm April sun shone brilliantly upon the snow- 
covered waste. Improvising two sleds from the now useless 
fuselage, they packed upon them their emergency rations and 
equipment and set out for shore over the hummocky white 
desert. For twelve days they trudged southward, scrambling 
over the rough ice, sometimes crawling on their hands and knees. 
Their predicament was siiailar to that of the Italia survivors, 
except that they had no wireless. They were also three times 
as far fron: the nearest land. Once Wilkins slipped into the 
icy water up to his waist ir a temperature of 10 degrees below 
zero. With Eielson’s help he hastily disrobed in the lee of an 
ice cake, discarded the t:stzing garments, changed into spare 
clothing and resumed the ..yrney. But it was a narrow escape. 
Two days later they react.3i the mainland of Alaska. 

Exactly a year later, to “he “ay, and in just such a blizzard, 
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verge of saying, ‘“‘Raoul is more fore- 
handed a scoundrel than I’d thought.”’

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by man. Wilkins himself did the nav- 
igating. 

They were fairly comfortable in 
their warm fur clothing, with the tem- 
perature about 10 degrees above zero 
in the plane; outside the temperature 
ranged from 20 degrees below to 48 
degrees. below. As they swung away 
from the pole, in the vicinity of 
northern Greenland, they ran into a 
tail wind which sped them on their 
way. Their average speed over the 
entire route was 100 miles an hour. 

Finally, when they. had only 


enough fuel in their tanks to last for: 


two, perhaps three, hours, they saw 
directly beneath them the sharp peaks 
of two Spitzbergen mountains. The 
storm which later was to .enveiop 
them was then in its initial stages, 
and the plane bucked like a broncho. 

The drifting snow completely hid 
the surface of the ground. With a 
‘‘tail’’? wind they were traveling at the 
rate of 206 miles an hour. But Elel- 
son “sat dewn” with the same skill 
he had shown the vear before when 
he landed in darkness on the rough 
ice. 

During the blizzard Wilkins and 
Eielson slept and ate in the plane. 
They had landed on Monday, but it 
was Saturday before the weather 
was again fit for flying. They dug 
their machine out of the drifts, man- 
aged to get into the air, and found 


that they had only enough fuel to 
carry them a very few miles. Soon 
after they circled a headland, how- 
ever, the wireléss masts of the Green 
Harbor station came into view. Their 
troubles were over. 

As a result of Wilkins’ pioneer 
voyaze by airplane the polar regions 
may within tht next few years be cov- 
ered with a network of airways. Wil- 
kins already has made a good begin- 
ning; his flight has changed the map 
of tlhe world by eliminating Crocker 
Land and Bradley Land. His feat is 
the outcome not only of courage and 
good airmanship, but of a patient 
persistence in the face of obstacles 
that would have broken the spirit of 
a less determined leader. 

The day when trans-polar flights 
between great centers of population 
over the “top of the world” will be 
a part of the regular routine of travel 
and transport has been hastened by 
the pioneer journey of Captain Wil- 
kins. He maintains, however, that 
long-distance flying will never be 
safe, nor will pilots be able to take 
advantage of favorable winds until 
we have a comprehensive system of 
circum-polar meteorological stations 
in the Arctic, as well as the Antarctic, 
to forecast the weather. Hence the 
three-vear Arctic expedition which 
ended last April and the present quest 
in the Antarctic.

years. Just now they. are launching 
a new effort to vain his release. 

How justice handled Mooney in 
California reminds one, in some ways, 
of how Georgia handled Leo Frank 
and how Massachusetts disposed of 
and Vanzetti. In other ways 
it is very different from either of 
these two cases. But it is doubtful 
if any case in American history has 
attracted more attention. It. has 
been called the DrevfuS case of 
America. Like the Sacco-Vanzetta 
affair, its reverberations have heen 
felt in every corner of the globe. 
Some even say it was a contributing 
factor in the withdrawal of Russia 
from the world war. 

According to the defense and other 
more impartial investigators, Mooney 
was made the victim of a frameup 
not unlike that which sent Mayor 
Drevfue ta Maite iceland, They as-

serted that the man was convicted on 
evidence manufactured by his 
mies. 

The defense has a strong case, but 
as vet, bevond = getting Mooney’s 
death sentence commuted, has made 
no progress. 

Thomas J. Mooney was born in the 
stockvards district of (‘Chicago in 
1881, of Irish parents. His father 
was a coal miner in Indiana for many 
vears. Young Mooney served his ap- 
prenticeship as a moulder, joined the 
union, and later became interested in 
the cause of labor. It was this inter- 
est which in-the end sent him to San 
Quentin.

He toured the country with Eugene 
Debs on his sorcalled ‘“‘red special” 
during the presidential campaign of 
1908 and after that became a labor 
organizer of the most pronounced 
revolutionary tvpe. He waged an 
extremely radical, indiscreet and 
audacious war on capital, chiefly di- 
recting his agitation against the pub- 
lic utility companies of San Fran- 
CISCO. 

Mooney, indeed, became perhaps 
the deadliest enemy aligned “against 
the great corporations of the Pacific 
coast. Perhaps his defenders would 
say that he was the wroking man’s 


best friend. But be that as it may, 
the corporations hated him and pro- 
moters of the utilities employed de- 
tectives to watch him and = counte- 
nanced methods calculated to remove 
him as the chief cause of their trou- 
bles with emplovees. 
Central Figure in Several Strikes. 
The agitator was the central figure

in the Pacitic Gas and Electric com- 
pany strike in 1913 and the Street 
railway Strike in San Francisco three 
years later. Attempts were made to 
involve him in at least one dynamit- 
ing project and he was suspected of 
mischievous activities in other labor 
disturbances. He was arrested dur- 
ing the gas strike and charged with 
attempting to blow up an_ electric 
tower. The first two trials resulted 
in disagreements and the third in his 
acquittal. 

The car strike came to a head early 
in July, 1916, and on the 22d of 
July, during the preparedness parade 
in San Francisco, a bomb exploded, 
killing nine persons and injuring forty 
others. -The explosion occurred a 
few minutes after 2 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon at Market and Stewart streets, 
near the ferry that links San Francis- 
co with Oakland. 

An investigation resulted in the ar- 
rest of five persons: Mooney, his wife, 
Rena: Warren K. Billings, a member 
of the shoemakers’ union; Isarel 
Weinberg, of the jitney drivers’ 
union, and Edward D. Nolan, of the 
machinists’ union. 
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to Monte Rio, Cal., on a vacation 
with his wife, who was a_= school 
teacher, but whem he heard that he 
as wanted he wired the police that 
he would return and give himself up. 
He was arrested on the train. 

Mooney maintained he had been 
nowhere near the scene of the explo- 
sion, that in fact he was on the roof 
of a building more than a mile away, 
viewing the parade, at the exact mo- 
ment of the blast. 

All were indicted and tried except 
Nolan. Billings was tried first, in 
September, 1916, convicted and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. Wein- 
erg and Mrs. Mooney were acquit- 
, and Mooney tried early in 1917, 
wis convicted and sentenced to death. 
Vhy Nolan, who the’ prosecution 
charged had made the bomb, was not 
tried has never been explained. 

The conviction of Billings and 
Mooney were almost entirely the re- 
sult of testimony given by four of 
the 120 witnesses called by the state. 
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Israel Weinberg, wno was 
acquitted 


These four were Frank C. Oxman, an 
Oregon horse dealer; John McDon- 
ald, a derelict of the San Francisco 
Streets; Mrs. Mellie Edeau and her 
daughter, Sadie. residents of Oakland. 
Another witness, Estelle Smith, 
who previously had been arrested for 
complicity in a murder, for which her 
uncle was convicted, and who had 
been in the police toils for moral of- 
fenses, vave strong evidence against 
Killings and helped the state to con- 
vict him, but she was not used in 
Mooney’s trial. The defense charged 
that District Attorney Charles M. 
Fickert did not dare to expose the 
woman to certain impeachment. 
McDonald, the first witness to be 
called, testified that he saw Billings 
within a few yards of the spot where 
the bémb exploded. He said he saw 
Billings place a suitcase against the 
Sile of a building, walk away, enter 
a saloon and come out with Mooney.

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They both appeared very nervous, he 
Said, frequently pulling out their 
watches. They walked away shortly 
before the blast, he said: 

Oxman, the star witness, made an 
ingratiating impression on the jury 
because of his apparent frankness, his 
simplicity, his extraordinary faculty 
for recalling details, and his seeming 
disinterest. He was perhaps the 
greatest single factor in convicting 
Mooney. 


He testified that he had been on 
the way from Kansas City, where he 
had sold some cattle, to his home in 
Durkee, Ore., and had stopped over 
in San Francisco on some business. 
He registered at the Terminal hotel, 
which overlooked the scene of the 
explosion, and on the afternoon of 
July 22 wandered out into the street 
to see the parade. 

He said his attention was attracted 
by a group of men who drove up in 
a Ford automobile and got out a few 
yards from the place where the ex- 
plosion afterward occurred. He 
identified Weinberg as the man who 
drove the car, Mooney, Mrs. Mooney, 
Billings and Nolan as the occupants. 
Mooney, he said, took from the car a 
tan leather suitcase and handed it to 
Billings. 

Billings, continued the _ witness, 
pushed him (Oxman) out of the way 
in handing over the suitcase to still 
another man, a man with a “stubby 
mustache” who never was identified. 
He said that Mooney, Billings and this 
other man walked down the street to 
a point where the explosion after- 
ward occurred and that Billmgs put 
the suitcase down as described by Mc- 
Donald. 

The witness thought he had run 
across a band of thieves, he told the 
jury, who had stolen a suitcase, rifled 
its contents and were now discarding 
the empty suitcase. He watched them 
and fixed their faces-in his mind, he 
said, and heard Mooney say to 
Billings, ‘““We must get away—the 
cops will be after us.’’ Or. perhaps 
it was, “the bulls will be after us.” 

Oxman said that in order to fix 
the matter firmly in his mind he took 
from his pocket a telegram and wrote 
on the back of it the number of the 
Ford car, 5187, which was afterward 
identified as the property of Wein- 
berg. He wrote, ‘‘Ford No. 5187, 
think stolen grip, San_ Francisco, 
my 22." 

He did not see the explosion, he 
said, but he heard it a few minutes 
later. 

Oxman did not notify the police of 
what he had seen and of what he 
suspected, and he explained this by 
saying that he believed the suitcase 
would be advertised for in the news- 
papers the next day. He did not at- 
tempt to explain how it happened 
that the automobile was permitted to 
stand in the street when all other traf- 
fic had been stopped on account of 
the parade. : 

The next day, he continued, not 
Seeing any mention in the papers of 
the stolen suitcase, he went to Kan- 
sas City, where an agent of the San 
Francisco district attorney’s office had 
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heard of him. Later he went to his 
home in Oregon. A San Francisco 
police official visited him there and 
induced him to return to San Fran- 
cisco and testify in the trials. 

Oxman gave the jury the impres- 
sion that the whole matter had caus- 
ed him quite a lot of trouble but that 
he’d felt he must do his hit in the in- 
terest of justice and humanity. 

All in all, a perfect story and a 
marvelous witness. 

.W. Bourke Ccchran, chief counsel 
for the defense, subjected Oxman to 
the most searching cross-examination 
but failed to shake his testimony in 
any important detail. 

James McDougall, a boy of thir- 
teen, testified that he saw the suitcase 
at the point described by Oxman and 
McDonald but did not see any of the 
defendants. 


Sadie Edeau testified she saw 
Mooney, Mrs. Mooney, and Billings 
at the Kamm building, about half a 
mile from the scene, about twenty- 
five minutes before the explosion oc- 
curred. She said she and her mother 
were in front of the building, where 
they stopped to view the parade, 
when Weinberg drove up in the Ford 
and the others boarded the car with 
the suitcase. 

Mellie Edeau said she saw Billings 
on the top of the Kamm __ building 
talking to a police officer. She said 
she saw him talking a few minutes 
later with the Mooneys and heard 
Billings say, ‘“‘We will have to get to 
the ferry before 2 o’clock.”’ 

The defense called seventy-eight 
witnesses, six of whom gave testi- 
mony which showed that the Mooneys 
were on the roof of the Eilers build- 
ing, where Rena Mooney had had a 
studio for years, a mile and a quarter 
from the scene of the explosion, not 
only when the explosion occurred 
but they had been in the building an 
hour before and for more than an 
hour after the blast. 

The defense compelled the state to 
produce four photographs showing 
the Mooneys on top of the _ Eilers 
building when the explosion occurred. 
Street clocks shown in the photos 
fixed the time to within a few min- 
utes of the crime. The pictures were 
taken by Wade Hamilton, a clerk of 
the Eilers Music company. Hamilton 
had been forced to turn them over 
to the district attorney and according 
to the defense he was not permitted 
to give copies of them for use in 
Mooney’s trial until ordered by the 
court. 

Furthermore, the defense charged 
that the prosecution had tampered 
with copies of the photos to such an 
extent that, in these copies, the hands 
of the clocks were indistinguishable. 
Unretouched photos showed, accord- 
ing to the defense, that the hands 
were at one minute past two o’clock. 
Mooney simply could not have been 
at the scene, Cochran insisted. 

Other defense witnesses were pro- 
duced to impeach the testimony of 
the Edeaus regarding the presence of 
the Mooneys in the automobile and 
the Mooneys in front of the Kamm 
building, to prove that Weinberg was 
nowhere near the scene and that no 
automobile was permitted to stop at 
the points described by Oxman and 
other state witnesses. 

To confirm its contention that the 
bomb had been thrown from the roof 
of a building at Stewart and Market 
Streets, the defense produced Mrs. 
Jane K. Compton, who had. been 
Stopping at a hotel across the way 
from this buliding on the afternoon of 
the disaster. Mrs. Compton Said she 
was sitting’ at a window when she 
saw a man crawling over the roof, 
lean over the edge, and then run 
back. 
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The witness said she did not notice 
that he had anything in his hand but 
Said she heard the explosion a few 
seconds later. 

Little actual evidence regarding 
the bomb was produced by the prose- 
cution. Fickert presented a substance 
found in Nolan’s rooms, alleged to be 
saltpetre, such as is used in explo- 
Sives, but it turned out to be Epsom 
salts. An attempt was made to show 
that Mrs. Mooney had received a 
quantity of saltpetre from a strike- 
breaker, who testified at the trial, but 
this was offset by proof that she was 
instructing her pupils at the time. 

Briefly, that was the evidence. 
The jury found it sufficient and found 
Mooney guilty> Judge Franklin 
Griffin, wno had presided at the trial, 
sentenced the prisoner to death. 

Long before the. trial ended, 
Mooney’s case had arcused friends, 
and labor or®*anizations throughout 
the country. The word had gone 
around that he was being framed. 
Feeling became very bitter. The 
movement spread around the world. 
And the long fight began. 

Mooney had not been in the death 
house at San Quentin many days 
when new evidence developed which 
the defense he!d showed Oxman, Mc- 
Denald, and the Edeaus as perjurers. 
The outcome was an investigation by 
the grand jury late in April, 1917, of 
the charge that Oxman had entered 
into a conspiracy with Fickert and his 
assistant, Edward A. Cunha, to frame 
Mooney. 

At the grand jury hearing a cap- 
tain of the San Francisco police 
force testified that Oxman_ had 
brought him to a man named F. E. 
Rigall, whom Oxman first introduced 
as “Mr. Charles.’’ The police offi- 
cial said he told Fickert that he 
thought Rigall was a bunco man or 
gambler, and advised the district at- 
torney not to have anything to do 
with the man. He said Fickert told 
him he was not going to use Rigall as 
a witness. 

Rigall himself appeared before the 
grand jury and told an amazing story. 
He said he lived in Greyville, IIL, 
where he ran a poolroom, and where 
he had known Oxman years before. 
He stated that he was in Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., on July 22, 1916, the 
day of the explosion, and had never 
been in California prior to Janu- 
ary, 1917. 

He said he came to San Francisco 
in January, 1917, in response to a 
request from Oxman, the latter hav- 
ing sent him the money to pay all his 
transportation and other expenses. 
Oxman, he said, told him he wouldn’t 
have to identify anybody, but merely 
say that he was in San Francisco on 
July 22, 1916, and had seen Oxman 
near the scene of the tragedy on that 
day. 

Oxman, he continued, took him to 
Fickert and told the district attorney 
that this was the man who had met 
him at Stewart and Market streets on 
the day of the crime. 

In response to the question from 
one of the jurors, “Did Oxman ever 
say to you he wasn’t here on the 22 
of July, 1916?” the witness said, ‘‘In 
crossing the street he said to me, ‘You 
were here as much as I! was.”’ 

Oxman on taking the stand stuck 
to the story that he had met a man 
near the scene who‘had claimed to be 
“Eddy Rigale.”’ As for certain letters 
he had written Rigall asking him to 
come to San Francisco, etc., he said 
he had added a postscript on the third 
page of his second letter—“If you 
were not in San Francisco on July 
22 cannot use you as witness.”’ 

The horse dealer had signed his 
name on the second page. No third 


Sheet was ever produced. Rigall de- 
nied there was any third sheet. 

Mrs. Rigall, mother of the man 
from Greyville, testified her son had 
not been in San Francisco on the pre- 
vious July 22. She said she told her 
son she thgught-Oxman was “doing 
something crooked.” She said his 
reputation was not in good in Grey- 
ville. 

As for the Edeaus and McDonald, 
there was evidence that they had not 
told the truth on the witness stand. 
It was said that Mellie Edeau had 
made the statement that while she 
was elsewhere at the time, “‘her astral 
body was at the Kamm building.” 
Judge Grittin, in a letter to Gov- 
ernor Stephens, said he did not hesi- 
tate to say that in his judgment Mc- 
Donald was unworthy of belief. 

Now the defense redoubled their 
efforts, confident that these dis- 
closures would win at least a new 
trial for Tom Mooney. But the Cal- 
ifornia state supreme court refused to 
consider the new evidence. 

The state supreme court, in deny- 
ing the appeal, rendered one of the 
most remarkable decisions in legal 
history. th court stated that ‘‘the 
truth or talsity of the testimony was 
a part of the issue submitted to the 
jury and could not be readjusted.’’ In 
other words, even though new evi- 
dence might point to an injustice or 
even establish the man’s innocence, 
he must nevertheless die. The de- 
cision stated that in such a situation 
“the injured party is without rem- 
edy.”’ 

The condemned man’s defenders 
now sought an unqualified pardon. 
Judge Griffin became a strong ally, 
insisting that “right and justice de- 
mand a new trial.’’ Powerful ap- 
peals to President Wilson caused the 
president to appoint a federal com- 
mission, headed by Secretary of La- 
bor William B. Wilson, to investigate 
the whole case. 

The report of this commission re- 
vealed results of an exhaustive exam- 
ination, including even dictograph 
records of conversations in Fickert’s 
Office. Fickert was arraigned as a 
dishonest man, a jury fixer and a 
framer. 

Tne report strongly urged 
trial. 

President Wilson wrote a letter to 
Governor Stephens asking that the 
Mooney execution be _ postponed 
pending a.new trial. The president 
wrote three letters in all, but Mooney 
did not get a new trial. 

Finally, on November 28, 1918, 
Governor Stephens commuted the 
Sentence to life imprisonment. It 
was a compromise which only aggra- 
vated the problem. The fight for 
Mooney has kept up ever since and 
will probably continue until he is 
either dead or free.
